one. group holds a dominant position over all other 
groups, which is aristocracy; not the tyrannical rule of 
one man, which is autocracy; but the rule of all the peo- 
ple, expressed through and by a government of their own 
free creation. 

The signers of the Declaration of Independence sub- 
scribed to the doctrine that ‘‘all men are created free and 
equal.” This, in the light of our history since, can only 
mean that all American citizens are free to exercise their 
gifts and discharge their duties in self-government, and 
that all stand before the law thus created on an absolute 
equality.

A Theory of Life 

Democracy is first of all a theory of life. Secondly it 
is a system of government devised for the application of 
this theory to the practical details of every-day experience. 

In simple communities like the old New England towns 
it was possible for Democracy to be not only a theory 
but a method of government. When all the people of the 
community assembled in council, and after full and free 
discussion voted upon certain conditions, there we had 
what Emerson called ‘open Democracy But in the 
complex life of a great nation, Democracy has been forced 
to devise instruments of expression. It has chosen cer 
tain forms of government, or methods of government as 
arly expressive of democratic ideals The first of 
government is a republic A republic 
has other hereditary ruler. Its people 
create their own government from top to bottom
